The Rev, Bernard Everett, Minor ” 
Canon of Windsoy, and president of: 
the Windsor Victoria Cricket Club, 
in proposing the toast of “The Club” 
at the annual dinner at Windsor, 
said he had found in the King’s' 
library at the Castle that the first 
mention of cricket was in the, reign 
of Edward 1., in 1800, which: was 
long before St. George's. Chapel was 
bu:lt. ‘There ‘were grotesque de- 
lineations, one of tio male figures ° 
playing a game with a bat and ball, 
and the other of a male figure polnt- 
Ing a bat towards a female figure; 
in the latter case the ball, strangely 
enough, was not shown. 

The next reference was in 1944, 
when fielders for the firat time ap- 
peared, the players in this instanco 
being monks, among whom the gamo 
seems to have been very, popular, 
They then came to the reign’ of 
‘Edward IV., when cricket was de- 
clared illegal, probably because it 
interfered with archery, which was 
then the Englishman's chief weapon 
of defence. The penalty for play- 
ing cricket was two years’ imprison: 
ment, with a: fine of £10, while the 


the owner of the cricket field was 
liable to three years’ imprisonment . 
With a fine of £20, which in those 
days was an enormous sum. 

The game then seemed to have 
almost disappeared, but in the reign 
of Queen Anne “it was decided that - 
, the game was not. illegal, for it was 
‘a very manly game—not bad in it- 
«self, but only in the {ll-use of it 
t by betting: more than.£10 on it, but. 
that was bad and against the Taw.”
